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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-23 and 33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The sole 
independent claim (claim 1) is drawn to a process for the production of thermoplastic 
vulcanizates which comprises 

ia} preparing a mixture of polymeric 
materials, including a matrix and a disperse phase 
component, and 

(b) carrying cue dynamic vol card :z*it ion of. tdie 
disperse phase component , said dynamic vulcanisation, 
comprising cbe steps oti 

b.ij grafting an organic ailane on said disperse 
phas*-; component .. whereby to produce grafted disperse 
phase component. ehai.ee; and 

b,2) cross -linking ©aid disperse phase component 
chains in the presence of a cross -linking agent 
comprising an acid; 

wherein the weight ratio of said cross- linking agent 
to said organic si lane is from 1:3 to 1:1, and the 
duration of said cross linking is from a minute to half 
aad an hour; and wherein said grafting and «aid cross- 
linking are carried out in the Molten stafce of eeid 
disperse phase component :sn the absence- of water addition 
into said mixture of polymeric materials, 

3. The closest prior art is Bernhard Rustige GmbH & Co KG, DE4402943, which 
teaches the production of thermoplastic vulcanizates via a process comprising a) 
preparing a blend of a matrix polymer and a disperse phase component polymer, and b) 
carrying out dynamic vulcanization of the dispersed phase component via the steps of 
b.1) grafting an organic silane onto the disperse phase component and b.2) cross- 



linking the disperse phase component in the presence of a cross-linking agent 
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comprising an acid. The combination of the recited reaction steps with the recited 
limitations of the ratio of cross-linking agent to grafted organic silane, the duration of the 
cross-linking reaction, and that the cross-linking is performed in the molten state of the 
disperse phase component in the absence of water addition into the mixture of 
polymers, however, is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
